This advice is given politicians by

A "MODEL" RAILROAD ' 


There is a railroad in the world which 


gives its men practically everything they 
want: and. strange to say. its line runs 
not over a rich and populous country but 
across eleven hundred miles of sparsely 
settled Manchurian plains. This prodigy 
is the Chinese Eastern railway. 


No matter what his nationality or scale 


of living in the past, every employe of 
this road is given light, fuel and either 
a home *free of charge or a rent equiv- 
alent in wages, amounting to a quarter of 
his monthly pay. There are twenty-five 
thousand officials and workmen on the 
road. 


The Chinese Eastern maintains twenty 


three churches along its right of way. pay- 
ing salaries of priests and bishops and all 
their living expenses. It has built, and 
provided with all equipment forty-seven 
schools employing two 
hundred and 


twelve teachers. In Harbin alone there 
are fifty-two hundred children in the pri- 
mary grades. 
Clubs for all workmen are 


maintained at any station of any size, with 
libraries, grand opera concerts and the 
best drama. 
Tennis courts and swim- 


ming beaches are established and subsi- 
dized along the road and th* company 
provides summer homes at a low rent for 
employes who may desire to use them. 
Officials live in a grandeur fitting their 
rank with all bills paid by the road. Em- 
ployes are retired with lump-sum pen- 
sions and a paternalistic interest is taken 
in everything they do. 


This railroad has lost two million gold 


rubles annually for many years. 
Two 


million gold rubles is about a million 
dollars. 


The old Russian government set up this 


scale 
of expenditures so that 
China, 


through whose territory the road was 
built, could never by any possibility buy 
it back at the end of thirty years, as pro- 
vided in the contract. 
The deficits and 


pensions would be too big a load. The al- 
lied gOA'ernments. who took it over partly 
to get the Czechs out of Russia in 1920, 
are running it on the scale set up by Rus- 
sia and will doubtless tally up all the ex- 
penses when they come to return it to the 
Russian government which is finally rec- 
ognized. 


There is only one Chinese Easterni un- 


fortunate as it may seem, and there can 
never be another except where a combina- 
tion of circumstances 
makes it worth 


while for a railroad to lose money instead 
of earn it.

X-RAY AND RADIUM TREATMENT 


The remedied uses and effects of radium seem 


to be very similar to, if not identical with, those 
of the X-ray. Perhaps radium is more mobile and 
wieldy than X-ray treatment and therefore applic 
able in situations and circumstances which make 
X ray treatment difficult or impossible. From the 
experience of physicians and surgeons of stand 
ing, however, it would seem that in certain in 
stances a course of X-ray treatment will prove ef 
fective or helpful when radium has failed, and on 
the other hand radium treatment sometimes brings 
about grateful relief when X-ray treatment has 
failed. 


Both X-ray treatment and radium 
treatmenl 


have proved of great value in the common fibroic 
tumor in women, and in pathological bleeding in 
women past 40. Tumor is not cancer; many tumors 
are comparatively harmless and call for no treat- 
ment unless they happen to give the individual 
inconvenience or discomfort. 
A tumor is a new 


growth; a cancer is not a new growth but a de^ 
generation of the tissues and cells of some or- 
gan or other structure which was previously nor- 
mal. 
Sometimes fibroid tumors in women steadily 


undermine health by causing bleeding. 
In such 


cases X-ray or radium treatment may be as effec 
tive as surgical removal of the tumors. 
Neither 


Xray nor radium treatment may be administer- 
d. however, if an expectation or hope of mater- 
nity is to be preserved, but surgical excision alone 
considered. 


It is in operable cases 
of cancer that X-ray 


or radium treatment is giving the greatest re- 
lief at present. A course of treatment with X-ray 
or with radium will sometimes bring about suffi- 
cient improvement to render such a case oper- 
able with a reasonably hope of cure. 


After every radical operation for cancer, whether 


internal cancer or surface cancer, it is an excell- 
nt plan to have the scar or site treated with X- 
ray or radium for the purpose of destroying any 
microscopic cancer cells which may have remam- 
:d and thus preventing recurrence. 
By the way, 


no human eye can see a cancer cell in flesh, and 
therefore the quack's assurance that all the can- 
cer has been removed or destroyel is pure decep- 
tion. 


In many cases of surface cancer and some cases 


of deeply situated cancer, X-ray or radium treat- 
ment may be the method of choice—but the wise 
patient will be puidpd by his own doctor.

THE HORRORS OP CHEMICAL 


WARFARE 


Paris—General Verraux draws at- 


tention to future horrors of chemical 
warfare as described by Major Lefe- 
bure's book on the subject, In an 
article in LE PROGRESS CTVIQUE 
saying: 


"Since the atrocitcs of the last war 


threaten to be increased, on account 
of the progres •sof science, it is not 
advisible to inform people on the sub- 
ject, so that they may abandon the 
idea of settling conflicts in this way, 
unless they want to completely anni- 
hiliate the human race? 


"At the end of 1918, 50 percent 


of the shells fired were filled with gas 
and poisonous compositions, and this 
proportion was about to be increased. 
Next time the belligerents on both 
sides will use nothing else. 


"The danger is particularly great 


because all chemical productions, hav- 
ing their use in peace time, (industrial 
or pharmaceutical use,)— no peace 
conference, no protrocol of the League 
of Nations, not even a. treaty can pre- 
vent them from being manufactured.

prevent that there being such things 
as battle-fields. 


"This part does not only consist in 


the power of the explosives and the 
harmfulness of the gas. 
The liquid 


or solid compositions, although trans- 
formable into immense gas clouds cov- 
ering the whole country, could also 
be compressed into small, very light 
volumes, thus introducing a radical 
change in the means df transport. 


"When we see, for instance, how 


many kinds of poison gas can be pro- 
duced from chlorine alone, it is im- 
possible to deny the military future of 
chemical industry. 


"We cannot prevent Germany from 


making indigo, yet the ingredients 
necessary for its manufacture are the 
same which are used for making the 
famous mustard gas. 
In future, in- 


stead of clouds of poison gas, more 
or lessi harmful, we must expect jets 
of imperceptible powder poured on the 
round and forming an invisible dan- 
er.

cause of the supermacy of her chemi- 
cal industry. We must beware then 
of the measures that she employed, 
and that she, or others might start 
again. 


"Before the war every time that 


a foreign competitor appeared on the 
market, the Germans lowered their 
prices.

TO THE EXCHANGE 


Berlin—Privy Counsellor -Member, 


writing in the DEUTSCHE ALLGE* 
MEINE ZEITUNG says:- 


"Thc great number of unemployed 


in the world is a terrible reproach 
of those politicians who oppose world 
co-operation on a possible economic 
basis. In England there are almost 
2 million, in Italy 800,000, in Switz- 
erland 150,000, in Belgium 100,000, in 
Denmark 100,000, and in Germany 
200,000. Not including Russia there 
are 4 million unemployed in Europe 
alone. 


"If 
those in America, 
Canada, 


South America, Japan, Australia, etc. 
are included, there are at least 10, 
million in the whole world. If, on an 
average, two dependents are counted 
to each unemploye-d man, there would 
be 30 million human beings exposed 
to material and moral perils of econ- 
omic 
and social misery. 
These 30 


millions are not leading proper hu- 
man existence on account of their un- 
employment. 
They are doomed to 


live from insufficient doles and from 
begging. 


"The average amount of assistance 


for these people from the state, trade- 
unions, 
parish etc. amounts to one 


gold franc (about 20 cents, normal 
exchange) a day for each person, for 
the whole world daily 30 millions, 
and annually 10 billion gold francs. 
This burden has to be borne by the 
people besides all the war pensions. 


"The wage deficit for the unem- 


ployed is still 
greater, 
for 
these 


would 
amount to about two and a 


half times as much as the assistance 
given. This wage deficit was in 1921 
for Europe alone 10 billions, for the 
whole world 25* billions. 
Since the 


armistice, in Europe 25 billion, in the 
whole world 60 billion 
gold 
francs 


have not been earned, which under 
normal conditions, would have been 
earned by the workmen. 
What an 


amount of want and misery these 
numbers signify? 


"And this is not yet the whole of 


the economic detriment of unemploy- 
ment. The value of products is gen- 
erally one half 
higher 
than 
the 


wages. 
So that the deficit 
in pro- 


ducts on account of unemployment 
amounted in 1921, to 15 billions in 
Europe, and in the whole world to 
37 V& billion gold francs; 
since 
the 


armistice, m Europe to 30 to 40 mil- 
lions, and in the whole world to over 
100 billion gold francs. 


"All countries of the world are now 


trying to check unemployment with- 
in their frontiers, but such assistance 
is no real remedy, for it does not do 
away with unemployment. Interna- 
tional labor 
exchanges, 
business 


agencies, and special work for such 
extraordinary cases etc., are means 
of help to a certain extent. But the 
pith of the 
whole 
unemployment 


problem lies in the unnatural condi- 
tions and the variations of the ex- 
change. 


"Unemployment in 
each 
country 


depends on the relation of the rate of 
exchange to the dollar, which means 
that the gold parity is relative. This 
is on account of the interpendence 
of the labor markets. 


"The labor markets of 
countries 


with high and low exchanges influ- 
ence each other by imports and ex- 
ports and by competition on , other 
markets. 
With dumping, that is to 


say, flooding high exchange countries 
with cheap goods from low exchange 
countries, the impossibility of the low 
exchange countries buying from the 
high exchange countries, goes hand 
in hand. On other markets the high 
has'to give way to

low ex- 


change. 
Everything 
tends to de- 


creasing the labor opportunities for 
the high exchange countries. These 
can protect themselves against dump- 
ing by prohibitive custom duties, but 
in doing so they only stop one source 
of trouble.
